RAIL THAT CANNOT SPREAD. 


Invention of Value Said to Have Been , 
Made in Pittsburg. 


The prevention 
of 
all 
possible 
chance of breaking or spreading is the 
important advantage claimed for 
a 
steel rail and tie combined recently in­ 
vented and patented by two Pittsburg 
workingmen, J. J. Fitzgerald and Louis 
McFarland. 
Railroad managers are 
watching the new device with the 
greatest interest, for it it will do one- 
half what its inventors maintain, it 
will eliminate more than 90 per c e n t 
of the accidents on American steam 
and electric roads. 
The construction of this new rail 
and tie Is simplicity itself. It requires 
no nuts, bolts or fish plates, and when 
once in place can, it is said, be main­ 
tained in perfect cor Aition at much 
less cost than the style now in use. 
A feature of the invention is the 
Ingenious way in which the rail 
and 
tie are securely joined. 
This is done 
by means of a tapered round pin, split 
at the small end. This pin is inserted 
so tightly that the split end spreads 
out and holds it firmly In place. 
Add­ 
ed strength is secured by an improved 
tongue at the base of the rail which 
is said to be twice as strong as that 
in general use at present. The chance 1 
of breaking or spreading is further 
guarded against by the slot in the tie 
into which the tongue fits, and the 
fact that the new rail 
requires 
no 
welding prevents all danger of trouble 
from contraction or expansion of the 1 
metal. 
The difficulty which is experienced 
in securely imbedding 
the 
present 
flat beam cross ties is entirely 
re­ 
moved. 
The new tie is arched at the 
base. thus enabling the ballast to be 
packed solidly around it and a per­ 
manent foundation 
secured 
In 
any

RAILROAD BROTHERHOODS 
ARE 


STIRRED UP. 


Article by Unknown Author in Friendly 


Magazine Has Caused Much Com­ 
ment Among Operatives of 
Various Lines. 


“The abuse of the power of the rail­ 
road brotherhoods in their relation to 
safety, or, rather, their 
interference 
with the disciplinary measures of rail­ 
road managements, has a very direct 
bearing on the question of the safe 
and expeditious handling of traffic." 
This statem ent is made in an arti­ 
cle on "Safety” in the Santa Fe Em­ 
ployes Magazine, which is causing no 
end of comment among ope* ating men 
over the entire line. 
The article was 
written by a prominent members of 
one of the railroad brotherhoods. The 
name of the author will not be 
dis­ 
closed until the last article appears. 
The articles are such.a strong indict­ 
ment of the present attitude of 
the 
brotherhoods upon 
the 
subject 
of 
- safety that curiosity is keenly aroused 
throughout the railroad world as to 
identify the author. 
The writer, who believes that the 
time is fast approaching 
when 
the 
American public will call the operat­ 
ing employes to account for the 
lax 
way in which they are 
discharging 
their duties to the traveling 
public, 
says: 
“I may be mistaken, but it 
does 
seem to me that the American people 
art* going to look more and more every 
year to the individual 
employe, 
in­ 
stead of to the railroad companies, in 
placing 
the 
blame 
for 
disastrous 
wrecks. There are many men w ho are 
conversant with the numerical strength 
of the railroad brotherhoods who are I 
saying to themselves and to others: 
‘You brotherhood men, with your vast 
aggregations of organized members, 
covering territory stretched from the 
Cay of Fundy to the Golden Gate, and 
from Alaska to the Panama, what are 
you doing? 
W hat have you done in 
Abe past to prevent accidents or to 
assure us that the safety 
of 
loved 
tines we intrust to you has had and 
will have the vigilant care and atten­ 
tion that the unity of the brotherhoods 
can give, if it will?” 
One reason fo rthe apparent lack of 
interest of the men and of the brother­ 
hoods in the problem of safe operation, 
he says, is the fact that there 
has 
been a sort of impression 
that 
this 
was a m atter for the railroad manage­ 
ments to attend to. 
In all the w riter’s 
experience he does not remember of 
the subject of safety ever having been 
brought up in the 
meetings 
of 
the 
brotherhood. 
He now recommends that a portion 
of the time of each brotherhood meet­ 
ing be given over to discussion of the 
‘Weans awd of the necessity arf safe op­ 
eration. "W hat we need at this time,” 
he exclaims, "is not a great soul-stir­ 
ring revival of the interest in the sub­ 
ject, but rather a moral awakening to 
the fullest sense of how deeply we are 
all concerned in the safe handling of

Q U EER OLD ENGLISH LAWS. 


Act* of Parliament That Were Severe 
on Railroads. 


Some of the provisions of acts of 
parliament relating to 
railroads 
lo 
their early days seem very curious to 
us now. 
The Great Western Railroad Com­ 
pany was specially forbidden by act 
of parliament to build a railroad with­ 
in three miles of Eton college without 
the consent of the provost and fellows. 
Mort hiiigtilar still was a provision 
that the company should maintain at 
its own expense a number of watch­ 
men to insure that no Eton boy 
got 
on the line. 
The Great Western Com­ 
pany actually observed this obligation 
for more than 40 years.

Third-Rail System for Tunnels. 
After building several experimental 
single-phase locomotives and thorough­ 
ly trying them out with various trol­ 
ley constructions over an experiment­ 
al five-mile track, equipped with va 
rious forms of trolley constructions, 
the Pennsylvania railroad has decid­ 
ed to adopt a third rail direct-current 
system for its tunnels under New York 
city. Three phase 25-cycle current will 
be supplied at 11,000 volts from Long 
Island City, and at various substa­ 
tions it will be converted into 600 volts 
direct-current. 
Steel motor cars and 
trailers will be used for the suburban 
traffic, while electric locomotives will 
be used for through trains.

Made in Pittsburg.

chance of breaking or spreading is the 
important advantage claimed for

steel rail and tie combined leceutly in- 
vented and patented by two Pittsburg 
workingmen, J. J. Fitzgerald and Louis 
McFarland. 
Railroad managers are 


watching the new device with the 
greatest Interest, for it It will do one- 
half what its inventors maintain, it 
will eliminate more than 90 per cent, 
of the accidents on American steam 
and electric roads. 


The construction of this new rail 


and tie Is simplicity itself. It requires 
no nuts, bolts or fish plates, and when 
once in place can, it is said, be main- 
tained in perfect condition at much 
less cost than the style now In use. 


A feature of the invention is the 


Ingenious way in which the rait 
and 


tie are securely joined. This is done 
by means of a tapered round pin, split 
at the small end.

danger was, however, quite sufficient 
to cause the driver to see that some- 
thing was wrong, and he promptly 
stopped the train and, alighting from 
his engine, proceeded to discuss the 
weather, and incidentally the break- 
down, with the official upon the bank.

Acta of Parliament That1 Were- Severe 


on Railroad*. 


Some of the provisions of act a of 


parliament relating to 
railroads in 


their early days seem very curious to 
us now, 


The Great Western Railroad Com- 


pany was specially forbidden by act 
of parliament to build a railroad with- 
in three miles of Eton college without 
the consent of the provost and fellows. 


Mort hingular still was a provision 


that the company should maintain at 
its own expense a number of watch- 
men 10 Ensure that no Eton boy got 
on the line. 
The Great Western Com- 


pany actually observed this obligation 
for more than 40 years. 


Tlie "vice-chancellor," the proctors 


and pro-proctors for the time being 
of the university of Oxford, the heads 
of colleges and halls and the marshal

Busy Railway Stations. 


A claim has been made that the sub- 


urban traffic at the Flinders street sta- 
tion exceeds that of any other station 
In the world, for the reason that while 
there are many larger cities than Mel 
bourne the railway traffic in them is 
distributed over various stations in 
the hands of different^companies, says 
the British Australian. Mr. Valentine 
'of the railway department has col- 
lected some statistics giving the nor- 
mal traffic at several important sta- 
tions. 
Flinders street heads the list 


with 150,000 passengers a day, and the 
Liverpool street station (London) of 
the Great Eastern Railway Company 
comes next with 128,000 passengers a 
day. 
This statement, however, is at 


variance with that given by the gen- 
eral manager ot the Great Eastern 
Company recently, who puts the num- 
ber of passengers at Liverpool street 
daily at about 180,000. 


Third-Rail System for Tunnels. 


After building uovcral experimental 


single-phase locomotives and thorough- 
ly trying them out with various trol- 
ley constructions over an experiment- 
al five-mile track, equipped with va- 
rious forms ol trolley constructions, 
the Pennsylvania railroad has decid- 
ed to adopt a third-rail direct-current 
system for Us tunnels under New York 
city. Three-phase 25-cycle current will 
be supplied at 11,000 volts from Long 
Island City, and at various sub-sta- 
tions it win be converted into 600 volts 
direct-current. 
Steel motor cars and 


trailers will be used for the suburban 
traffic, while electric locomotives will 
be used for thiough tiains. The de- 
sign of these locomotives has not as 
yet been definitely decided upon.—Sci- 
entific American.

Atta of Parliament That Were- Severe 


on Railroad*. 


Some of the provisions of acts of 


parliament relating to 
railroads in 


their early days seem very curious to 
us now, 


The Great Western Railroad Com- 


pany was specially forbidden by act 
of parliament to build a railroad with- 
in three miles ol' Eton college without 
the consent of the provost and fellows. 


Mort lilngular still was a provision 


that the company should maintain at 
its own expense a number of watch- 
men 10 insure that no Eton boy got 
on the line. 
The Great Western Com- 


pany actually observed this obligation 
for more than 40 years. 


The "vice-chancellor," the proctors 


and pro-proctors for the time being 
of the university of Oxford, the heads 
of colleges and halls and the marshal 
of the siiid university," and ersons ap- 
pointed by them, nave to this day, un- 
der the Great \VesVevn uvUroad act of 
1843,

Busy Railway Stations. 


A claim has been made that the sub- 


urban traffic at the Flinders street sta- 
tion exceeds that of any other station 
in the world, for the reason that while 
there are many larger cities than Mel- 
bourne the railway traffic in them is 
distributed over various stations in 
the hands of different^companies, says 
the British Australian. Mr. Valentine 
of the railway department has col- 
lected some statistics giving the nor- 
mal traffic at several important sta- 
tions. Flinders street head* the Hat 
with 150,000 passengers a day, and the 
Liverpool street station (London) of 
the Great Eastern Railway Company 
comes next -with 128,000 passengers a 
day. 
This statement, however, is at 


variance with that given by the gen- 
eral manager ot the Great Eastern 
Company recently, who puts the num- 
ber of passengers at Liverpool street 
daily at about 180,000. 


Third-Rail System for Tunnels. 


After building aoveral experimental 


single-phase locomotives and thorough- 
ly trying them out with various trol- 
ley constructions over an experiment- 
al five-mile track, equipped with va- 
rious forms ot trolley constructions, 
the Pennsylvania railroad has decid- 
ed to adopt a third-rail direct-current 
system for its tunnels under New York 
city. Three-phase 25-cycle current will 
be supplied at 11,000 volts from Long 
Island City, and at various sub-sta- 
tions it win be converted into 600 volts 
direct-current. 
Steel motor cars and 


trailers will be used for the suburban 
raffic, while electric locomotives will 
be used for thiough tiatns. The de- 
sign of these locomotives has not as 
yet been definitely decided upon.—Sci- 
entific American. 


Ran Gantlet of Fire, 


Passengers "on a southbound Hock- 


Ing valley passenger train had a nar- 
row escape*from. death when the train 
going at full speed ran into a burn- 
ing trestle near Cretan, says a Gal- 
HpoKs, O., dispatch. 
When the en- 


gineer saw the danger he pulled the 
throttle wide open and dashed safely 
over the 60-foot structure that was a 
blazing mass of timbers. The fireman 
jumped and was 
injured, but 
not 


fatally.
